Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  Ihc  honour  to  suhinii  tlic  71sl  .\nmial  Report  of  tiie  Health 
Department  upon  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  IC)roui;li  of 
jarrow  tor  tlie  year  194o,  drawn  up  on  lines  similar  to  those  of  previous 
years. 

In  the  latter  |)art  ol  1945,  the  Ward  boundaries  were  revised.  The 
statist  ies  lor  the  year  under  rex  iew  have  how  ex'er,  been  prepared  on 
the  basis  ol  the  old  wards. 

The  followdng-  are  the  main  features  of  the  vital  statistics  for  the 
Borough  for  the  year. 

1 he  estimate  of  population  (26,190)  sujxplied  by  the  Registrar 
(■eneral  :ip|)lies  to  civilians  only  and  shows  an  increase  of  70  on  the 
1944  estimate;  the  natural  increase,  i.e.  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
being  168. 

1 he  Bii'th  Rate  ol  19.89  per  1,000  population  showed  a decrease 
on  that  ol  1944  (22.86).  The  corresponding  Birth  Rate  for  England 
and  W ales  in  1945  was  16.1.  The  Death  Rate  tlecreased  from  14.74  in 
1944  to  12.98.  This  rate  and  also  the  total  number  of  deaths  (840)  are 
the  lowest  yet  recorded  in  the  histoiw  of  the  Munii'ipalitv.  The  corres- 
ponding death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.4.  The  death  rate 
from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  shewed  an  improvement  at  1.15  per  1.000 
population  against  1.26  in  the  previous  vear.  W'hilst  the  pneumonia 
death  rati-  tovu'hed  a new  low  level  at  0.58  per  1,000  population. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  was  1.89  jter  1,000  total  (live  and  still) 
births  as  against  1.68  in  1944  and  against  the  rate  for  England  and 
W'ales  of  1.79. 

The  Infantile  .Mortalit\-  Rate  for  the  Borough  was  89.87  per  1,000 
live  births,  compared  with  78.68  in  1944,  and  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  of  46.  This  is  the  lowest  rate  yet  achieved  in  the  borough  and 
an  improvement  of  87.5^  on  the  previous  best  rate  of  62.98  which  was 
reached  in  1989.  The  new  rate  is  noteworthv  in  another  respect  in  that 
it  is  the  first  time  for  48  vears  that  the  Borough  Rate  has  excelled  the 
rate  for  England  and  Whales.  This  first  occurred  in  1897.  The  Neo- 
Natal  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  15.75  w-as  also  a new  record,  only 
eight  infants  under  the  ;ige  of  one  month  dving  during  the  year.  The 
Still  Birth  rale  for  the  year  was  41.51  per  1,000  total  births  and  should 
lend  itself  to  further  improvement.

'The  l>orous4li  .Malernit}  Home  aj^ain  enjo\ed  a sueees.sliil  year  and 
proved  a usidul  asset  to  tJie  Maternit\  and  C'liild  Welfare  Services  of 
the  \uthorit\.  I’ark  Road  War  I imi'  .Xnrseiw  remained  open  ihronoli- 
oiil  ihe  \eai  allhoi|oh  with  a diminishing  numher  of  at  tendaiii  es.  I’rim- 
rose  Xui  setw  was  ( losed  in  .\pril  ow  m o 1(1  the  lack  ol  stillieienl  children, 
riiere  has  been  no  ap|)reeiahle  diriieullN  in  dealine  with  illegitimate 
children  in  the  Iforoncth.  4 w eiil \ -nine  premaltire  li\'e  hirlhs  were  noli- 
lied  diirin:.,  the  \ear  ( f whom  lwen1\-si\  weie  ali\e  al  tlu'  end  of  one 
mom  It. 

Routine  Sanitary  work  was  reasonably  well  maintained  during'  -he 
year,  one  of  the  main  problems  encountered  again  being  the  enforce- 
ment of  urgent  re|)airs  to  dwelling  houses  with  the  prev.'iiling  difliculties 
of  laboiur  and  material.  rite  housing  shortage  ;ind  llu'  progressive 
rleteriorat ion  of  the  older  properties  make  it  imiierttt i\'e  lor  the  Local 
.Xuthority  to  resume  at  the  ettrliest  opportunit\-  its  housing  progranimes 
which  weri'  suspended  at  the  outbretik'  ol  w;ir. 

I he  \ital  statistics  ol  1945  show  it  to  h;i\'e  been  a vear  ol  good 
health  betiring  I ;i\'oiirabl(.'  eomiitirison  with  the  pre-w;tr  \ears  and  in 
some  res]>ei'ts  better.

Any  variations  there  may  be  between  the  Registrar  General’s  Short 
List  of  Causes  of  Death  and  the  Table  of  Causes  and  .Ages  at  Death 
compiled  locally  are  due  t<'  the  fact  that  in  certain  instances  the 
Registrar  General  obtains  fuller  information  from  the  certifying  meilical 
practitioners  which  enables  him  to  classify  deaths  with  greater  accuracy. 
Other  statistics  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  relating  to  Live  and 
Still  Births  and  Infantile  Deaths  are  included  in  the  table  headed  Sum- 
mary of  Vital  Statistics.

— In  all  cases  ol  infectious  tliseases  (xcurring 
within  the  Borough  and  requiring  removal  to  hospital,  a Sanitary 
Inspector  visits  the  houses,  carries  out  any  necessary  disinfection  and 
advises  as  to  proper  precautions. 

70  houses  were  ilisinfected  after  infectious  diseases. 

16  lots  of  bedding  were  fumigated  or  destroyed.

VIII.  Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  infectious 

and  other  Diseases. 


During  1945  there  were  no  alteratio'ns  to  the  list  of  notifiable 
diseases,  d he  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  notiftcations  receiveil 
during  the  year  was  482  comiiared  with  667  in  1944.  .Measles  ;md 
Whooping  Cough,  which  became  notifiable  in  October,  1939,  were 
responsible  for  163  and  91  notifications  respectively,  compared  with  291 
and  94  in  1944.  Disregarding  the  notifications  ol  Measles  and  Whoop- 
ing Cough,  tlie  remaining  notifications  totalled  228. 

’file  only  ini'reases  that  occurred  on  the  annual  figures  loi-  1944 
weri'  Di|ihthei'ia  11,  I’ulmonar\'  'f uherculosis  5,  I'a'xsipelas  1. 

■Substantial  decreases  were  ri-eorded  as  follows: — .Measles  128, 
Pnuemonia  57.  Small  reductions  occurred  in  the  number  of  I'ases  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  Whooping  Cough,  Puerperal  I’yrexia,  and  Xon-Pulmon- 
arv  Tube''cu!osis. 


No  cases  of  ihe  following  diseases  were  notified ; —Smallpox, 
hncc|>halitis  l.clhargica,  ICntcric  fever,  Cerehro  Spinal  Fever,  Dvsen- 
tery,  I’olioiiix clil is,  Malaria  or  Opiuhalmia  Neonatorum. 


It  was  not  lound  necessary  to  ( lose  any  schools  during  the  \ear  on 
account  of  infectious  diseases. 

1.  Scarlet  Fever. 

I he  total  numher  of  new  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  13.  No 
return  cases  occurred  during  the  yeai'.  The  disease  was  of  a mild  char- 
acter and  no  deaths  were  recorded. 


2.  Diphtheria. 

During  the  year  58  cases  were  nolitied  as  against  47  in  1944.  d'he 
incidence  was  greatest  in  tlic  South  and  Central  Wards,  where  23  cases 
were  notifietl.  I hree  deaths  were  recorded.  Immunisation  continued 
during  the  year,  the  material  being  obtained  from  King’s  College, 
Newcastle,  under  the  arrangements  set  out  in  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  2230.

Private  pracitioners  in  the  Borough  also  immunised  a number  of 
children  privately.  Sweets  were  again  supplied  during  the  year  to 
encourage  the  children  to  come  forward.  At  the  close  of  the  year  it  was 
estimated  that  the  total  number  of  children  in  the  0-5  group  was  2,198 
of  whom  1,257  or  57.19%  had  been  immunised.  The  percentage,  dis- 
regarding those  under  one  year  of  age  who  are  not  usually 
immunised,  was  72.32.  The  estimated  number  in  the  5 to  15  group 
was  4,735  of  whom  2,924  or  66.83%  had  completed  the  course  of 
immunisation . 

During  the  vear  160,000  units  of  anti-toxin  were  distributed  to  the 
practitioners  of  the  Borough.
